No  extensions  to  sewers  or  sev»/age  works  were  made 
during  the  year,  and  the  existing  services  and 
arrangements  have  been  efficiently  maintained.

Domestic 
refuse  is  collected  weekly  free  of  chDi»ge  frora

INSPEOTION_^  AiND  3UPERV^ISI0M_  OF  FOODS. 

The  mil.r  supply  is  plentiful  and  its  quality  i.Hoio- 

some,  and  it  is  distributed  throughout  the  District 

<iirectly  chiefly  by  the  farmers  in  the  vicinity. 

Retail  milk  .puiyeyors  registered- with  the  Counofi 
Producers  of  milk  registered  with  the  C'^^cil?!:'^!! ; 

Periodical  inspections  of  places  where  food  is  r^roo-’ 
ared  have  been  made,  and  the  premises  generally  have 
been  found  in  good  order.  Periodically,  bacteriol- 
ogical exaj-iinations  of  saraples  of  milk  are  made  cy  the 
County  Council. 

All  sla.uglitering  has  been  transferred  to  the  Central 
Abattoirs. 

INFECTIOUS DI SEASES^ 

All  oaseo  of  Infeotlous  dlsonses  aro  visited  u-nn 
notlfioation,  and  iriioro  patients  are  not  trajisferrod 
to  isolation  hospitaJ,  they  are  Isolated  In  one  roo,, 
of  tno  house.  Disinfectants  are  kept  at  tlie  Tovm  Hall, 
and  supplies  are  given  to  necessitous  oases.  Dljehtherla 
Antitoxin  and  Tetanus  Antitoxin  are  also  Issued  free 
to  lledical  Practitioners  on  application. 

There  wore  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the 

ye«x. 

The  Bonoue  fir  the  liinunlsatlon  of  children  against 
Diphtheria  has  met  with  a good  response,  I46  ohildron 
received  traatnent  during  the  year,  79  of  those  were 
children  under  5 years  of  age,  the  renalnlng  67  were 
children  attending  school.  I have  continued  to  give 
talks  on  the  vriue  of  Imunieatlon,  and  posters  have 
been  displayed  in  the  township.
